Why Authors Leave Home 


Dale Warren 


O make more money is the obvious 
answer. At least that is what nine 
out of ten disinterested persons would 
tell you if you should ask them. Now that 
authorship has grown from a comparatively 
unlucrative profession into a business which 
pays not only well but 
in many cases prompt- 
ly, the man in the 
street has come to be- 
lieve that the mone- 
tary aspect of this 
particular form of 
commercial enterprise 
looms as large in the 
writer's mind as it 
does in that of the 
broker, the manufac- 
turer or the automo- 
bile salesman. In a 
great many cases, | venture to say, this 
outside view is correct, but in a great many 
more I am certain that it is not—and it 
is the purpose of this article to discuss the 
various factors which apparently enable so 
many authors to jump about from publisher 
to publisher with the rapidity and ease of 
grasshoppers. ; 
Without entering into an intricate dis- 
cussion of contracts and royalties, it is safe 
to assume that every author wants to do 
as well as possible by himself financially, 
and that, provided he is not legally obli- 
gated to one publisher, he will always con- 
sider what appears to be a better offer from 
another. If this offer is not forthcoming, 


NN OW4DAYS the open season for 

fishing runs the year ‘round 
with publishers going in heavily for 
various kinds of new-fangled baits. 
Mr. Warren, our Boston correspon- 
dent, discusses a general change in the 
ethics of publishing, which has caused 
the relationships between many au- 
thors and publishers to become things 

of the moment. 


he will frequently take matters into his 
own hands. and when his contract expires 
will take his new book to one whom he 
believes can-handle it better. It is the 
usual custom for a publisher to take a first 
book on the assurance that he will be given 
the first opportunity 
to consider the au- 
thor’s next one or 
two, often on the same 
terms. From the pub- 
lisher’s point of view 
this insures him 
against establishing a 
new author in the pub- 
lic mind, only to have 
the author transfer his 
affiliations immediate- 
ly after his début has 
been made. So grate- 
ful is the young author at finding a pub- 
lisher that he is generally only too glad to 
make this concession. 

In the happy days gone by there was 
something like a “gentleman’s agreement’’ 
which operated unofficially to discourage 
one publisher from making an offer to an 
author on another’s list; but like the 
bicycle, the Sunday baseball ban, and the 
sixpiece bathing suit, it seems to have been 
discarded in the march of events. The 
ethics of publishing has so far changed that 
it is no longer regarded as an unpardon- 
able sin for a house to keep its eyes open 
and approach without fear or trepidation 
what was once considered another’s “‘prop-

erty.” Authors, today, apparently enjoy a 
twelve months open season. 

A friend of mine recently had a first 
novel published through a reputable and 
well-established house. The book received 
an unusually good press, was enthusiasti- 
cally praised by readers and, although its 
sales never reached any very spectacular 
figure, it was highly successful. Within 
three months of its publication, the author 
had been approached directly by four other 
publishers. A fifth wrote her as follows: 

“Dear Mrs. : May I present my re- 
spects to the author of , one of the 
finest novels which I have read in some 
time? I am just starting out on a motor 
trip, and as it is to bring me into your 
vicinity I should be very happy to call and 
have the pleasure of meeting you.” 

To which the lady sent the following 
reply: 

“My dear Mr. : I have heard from 
my friend, , that you are a very 
charming gentleman, and it would give me 
great pleasure to have you stop in for tea 
in the course of your trip. In case you 
are anxious to talk business with me, I 
feel that I must tell you in advance that I 
am perfectly satisfied with my present pub- 
lisher and do not contemplate making any 
change.” 

A few days afterwards she received a 
letter telling her that the pressure of work 
had caused the publisher to change his 
plans and that the proposed automobile trip 
had been abandoned. 

Publishing history reveals an interesting 
array of facts: it shows that many au- 
thors have stayed with their original pub- 
lishers throughout their literary careers; it 
shows also that many have changed several 
times, sometimes with good, sometimes with 
bad, results; it shows that not infrequently 
do authors repent of their excursions and 
come home like the prodigal son. If some 
authors are justified in changing, a great 
many are not, as they are only too quick 
to discover for themselves. Led on by 
flattering offers or by the success of an- 
other writer’s book (notwithstanding the 
fact that it may bear no resemblance to 
their own) they quickly jump from what 
they think to be the frying pan into what 
they find to be the fire, and are surprised 
that their sales do not go up immediately. 
Only by experimenting with more than one 
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publisher do they learn that in the long 
run it is the book which determines jts 
own success, 

To be specific, authors’ grievances hinge 
more times than not upon the delicate ques- 
tion of advertising. “My publishers ev;- 
dently don’t want to sell my book because 
they have stopped advertising it” is a re- 
frain all too familiar. It is made, how- 
ever, by those who do not realize that ad- 
vertising is as well a reflection of past 
sales as it is a gamble on sales in the future. 
A discouraged author who takes this point 
of view has seldom reason -to be encouraged 
after he has changed his publisher. Now 
and then you come across an author who 
offers to pay for additional advertising out 
of his own pocket, but, if his publisher 
permits this arrangement, experience has 
shown that. it is the advertising medium 
that profits. 

In a great many cases it is ‘the publisher 
and not the author who brings about the 
change, even though the author does not 
spread this information among his or her 
friends. Although special cases are legion, 
broadly speaking it is because the quality 
of the author’s product, in the eyes of the 
publisher, is declining, or at least failing 
to improve. In other words the publisher 
has lost confidence in his author, and, when 
this is the case, no amount of half-hearted 
enthusiasm is of value. If a publisher has 
been carrying an author at a negligible 
profit, or even at a loss, for the period 
of two or three books, and is disappointed 


in a new manuscript when submitted, 


then it is inevitable that he _ should 
decline it. Bitter, however, is the pub- 
lisher’s lot, if the author whom he has 
nursed in infancy finally comes through 
with a bestseller on someone else’s list. Still 
more bitter if his own bad judgment is to 
blame! What authors may not always re- 
alize is that a publisher has his entire list 
to consider, and that all refusals to pub- 
lish do not necessarily mean that the au- 
thor has turned out an inferior piece of 
work. It may be that the list is already 
overcrowded with fiction, that the publisher 
may have recently published or accepted 
from another writer a book on the same 
subject, or that he may not feel that the 
new manuscript, despite its excellent qual- 
ity, is one to which he can do justice. In 
the latter case he may return it with a com- 
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plimentary letter, stating that in his opinion 
some other house is better equipped to 
handle it. 

The question of “advances” is something 
that the old-time publisher did not have to 
face. In more leisurely times authors were 
content to wait until their royalty checks 
came in due course. 

With most publishers the royalty scale 
is fairly uniform, and is as high as the 
trafic will bear, but the manner in which 
payments are made has undergone revolu- 
tionary changes in the past few years. For 
an author to receive something down on 
the date of publication did not, when first 
introduced, seem like a radical departure. 
If this was possible, argued the author, 
then why could this not be advanced to the 
date the manuscript was delivered? Not 
content with this, authors began asking 
greater concessions and publishers allowing 
them, so that today it is not unheard of 
for an author to receive an advance before 
his book is finished, or even begun. 

How does it work? Personally I feel 
that it is becoming a “hold-up” game from 
which little good can come. Although 
justified in certain cases, such as a piece of 
work which is an unmistakable contribution 
to art or a non-fiction volume which causes 
a substantial outlay of both time and 
money, it introduces a bargaining element 
from which the publishing business has been 
comparatively free. A young and promis- 
ing author is about to give a certain pub- 
lisher his book on terms that are mutually 
satisfactory. A second publisher wants the 
book but does not feel that he can pay a 
higher royalty, so his inducement takes the 
form of the offer of am advance. If one 
publisher can give an-advance, why not 
another, reasons the author? He, there- 
fore, puts this proposition up to the first 
publisher who has two courses open: one, 
to pay the advance; two, to lose the book, 
and probably the author for good. If a 
third has wind of the situation he may step 
in with the promise of a larger advance, 
and the affair becomes more complicated. 
Some authors whom I have known have 
taken matters into their own hands to the 
extent that they have solicited advances be- 
fore their books were finished and have in 
some cases when submitting a manuscript 
refused to consider terms that did not take 
this form. 
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A new publishing house is confronted 
first and foremost with the difficulty of 
building up a list, and, as it wants to in- 
clude some well-known names, must be 
more generous in its offers than a long- 
established house. Also it frequently has 
more ready money at its immediate disposal 
wherewith to tempt an author, than an 
older publisher whose capital is already 
tied up in plant and property. An advance 
to it represents an added inducement which 
a more conservative organization is reluc- 
tant to extend. : 

The financial or monetary consideration 
is certainly not the only one which causes 
authors to transfer their publishing alli- 
ances. It is not unheard of for a publisher 
to go out of business, to amalgamate with 
another firm, or to drift into specialization. 
In such an event a change becomes almost 
automatic. Many publishers who own mag- 
azines find that the magazines are excel- 
lent feeders, and in purchasing articles fre- 
quently buy book rights as well. Conse- 
quently a new name may be added tempo- 
rarily .to the publication list even though 
the author is identified with another pub- 
lisher. Writers in the non-fiction field are 
frequently invited to contribute to a series 
which some other publisher is issuing and 
an arrangement is often made that will be 
satisfactory to’ both publishers. Often if 
a publisher works out a plan for a special 
book for which he feels there is a need he 
acts freely in the matter of going to the 
man or woman best qualified to write such 
a book and not infrequently comes to terms. 

Prize contests are also something with 
which the former generation of publishers 
was not forced to cope. Take the case of 
an author who has been writing for sev- 
eral years without making any considerable 
impression. He enters a competition spon- 
sored by another publisher, wins first prize 
and is immediately put on the map. It is 
logical, therefore, that his next book shall 
go to the publisher whom he considers re- 
sponsible for this success. In the group of 
manuscripts which do not win the prize 
there are frequently entries by established 
authors, and certain of the best are accepted 
for publication even though the author may 
have connections elsewhere. 

Prolific novelists have sometimes found 
it advisable to alternate their books be- 
tween two publishers, feeling that no one

publisher can do justice to a rapid succes- 
sion of novels from the pen of the same 
author, and sometimes a writer will adopt 
a pseudonym, select a second publisher and 
develop a dual literary personality. The 
activity of authors’ agents likewise is a 
large factor in the continual redistribution 
of authors. One author will tell you: “I 
owe my success to my agent’s placing my 
work with the publisher best equipped to 
handle it,’ whereas you will hear from an- 
other that: “My sales have fallen off 
steadily since I changed publishers on the 
advice of an over-ambitious agent.” 

As the majority of American publishers 
send representatives abroad only once a year 
no very personal relationship can be main- 
tained with English or foreign authors, 
and, therefore, changes are frequent, par- 
ticularly as negotiations are generally car- 
ried on with English and continental pub- 
lishers and agents, rather than with the 
authors themselves. Then, too, the ma- 
jority of foreign books are imported in 
sheets and are not set up in this country. 

The personal relationship between au- 
thor and publisher has very far-reaching 
effects. This often makes itself felt when 
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an executive of one publishing house leaves 
and goes to another, and certain authors 
follow in his train. The same is true when 
to or three younger members of a firm go 
in for themselves and are followed by au- 
thors whom they have served faithfully and 
effectively. ‘The same loyal band will also 
often cause an author to turn a deaf ear 
to the most flattering of outside offers. 

The theory that authors are of a thin- 
skinned race and must be handled with 
kid gloves has been pretty. well exploded, 
although cases of pique and annoyance have 
time and again been responsible for authors 
deserting their publishers when only unim- 
portant issues were at stake. As the busi- 
ness of writing and the business of publish- 
ing become more closely integrated, this 
frequently maligned relationship finds itsel! 
ever upon a firmer foundation. 

Certainly more than one author has been 
made by sticking close to one house and by 
acting upon the sound editorial advice 
which any author has a right to expect from 
his or her publisher. If a publisher, on 
the other hand, wants to keep his authors, 
it goes without saying that he must not only 
win but continue to hold their confidence. 


More About Rental Library

N an article erifitled “What Rental 

Library Readers Like,’ in the Pub- 

lishers’ Weekly some weeks ago, Alice 
Payne Hackett set forth her deductions 
from her contacts with the libraries which 
are using the publicity of “What to Read 
in Books,” the monthly list which she 
edits. Her conclusions were, in some in- 
stances, quite in line with mine, but in 
others, were entirely different. 

“Have you a sweet love story?” she 
states to be the request of most library cus- 
tomers. I have never once heard this re- 
quest. ‘What do you have that’s new?” 
is the constant cry. Almost anything will 


do, so long as it is new. New _ usually 
means within the past month. It seems to 
be a special privilege to have the book be- 
fore anyone else. The problem of supply- 
ing- new books is so great that I had to 
think up a way of keeping up the supply 
as well as of not having too many books 
on the shelves. I noticed that people as 
they demanded the latest book, always 
reached for the freshest jacket. ‘Therefore, 
as the book goes out the wrapper is re- 
moved and filed. When the book is re- 
turned, the cover is replaced as the book 
is put back on the shelf. In this way, the 
life of the book is considerably lengthened

and all the books look fresh. As the lib- 


rary puts in the new books as fast as they 
are published, I feel that merely prolong- 
ing the active service of the books is in no 
way a deception. 

Of course, there are books that do long 
and active duty. They are what Miss 
Hackett calls ‘“‘good stories.’’ She gives as 
example “The Forbidden Woman,” by 
Mocatta. This was a success in most lib- 
raries. [here are many such; “The Green 
Bay Tree” and “Possession,” “Charlotte 
Loewenskold” and “Green Willow” are 
all still going strong. Many copies have

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An enterprising Rental Library of the 18th Century 
presented its plea for customers in poetical form.

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author. They are also more critical of the 
style and content. Perhaps this is because 
the women rarely read only mystery stories, 
and usually those who read the greatest 
number of thrillers have the best taste in 
other literature. 

The most striking thing I have found 
out about rental library customers is that 
most of them want a certain type of book 
at the same time. There is a demand of 
books of one kind for a while and then the 
trend shifts to something entirely different. 
For instance, there is now a tremendous 
call for books based on the problem of the 
“Well of Loneliness.” Everyone seems to 
want to read “Marie Bonifas,” ‘“School- 
girl,” etc. A little while ago there was a run 
on biographies connected with the Russian 
royal family. They all wanted to read 
“The Tragic Bride,” “Rasputin,” and 
“Intimate Life of the Last Tzarina.” Once 
E. Barrington made pseudo historical ro- 
mances so popular that the supply of her 
books was not great enough. Now a his- 
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torical romance is rarely read and E, Bar- 
rington’s mame arouses no_ enthusiasm. 
After Ludwig’s “Napoleon” everyone read 
biography and since S. S. Van Dine we 
must have murder stories. Last year we 
were deluged by sex novels that were pretty 
shabby and not very clever. This year war 
stories hold the stage. Perhaps next this 
sophisticated clientele will all demand the 
“sweet love story.” It would be quite a 
refreshing change. 

As to the so-called best sellers. The dif- 
ficulty there is the shortness of their popu- 
larity. Perhaps that is because they are 
often the books that have had large adver- 
tising publicity or have been favorably re- 
ceived by critics in popular literary supple- 
ments. Often I find they are a disappoint- 
ment to rental library readers in most in- 
stances. But, of course, we must supply 
them in large numbers during their short 
popularity. Perhaps it is the large orders 
that libraries send in because of this de- 
mand that puts them on best seller lists. 


The Oldest Bookshop in the 
United Kingdom 


James T. Leary 


HE first thing that struck me about 

the bookshops of Cambridge was the 

modernity in display and_ selling 
methods. I don’t mean that I expected to 
find them employing a medieval style of 
bookselling, but before I came to live in 
the University, the words ‘a Cambridge 
Bookshop” presented a dusty vision to me. 
I saw musty places kept by bewhiskered 
old men, and their stock as musty and be- 
whiskered as themselves. But really, there 
is nothing of the Charing Cross Road sec- 
ond-hand bookshop about the stores of 
Cambridge. The University is a model 
bookshop town. 

The shops .are heavy with history and 
tradition, yet the assistants are young, and 
brisk, and the stock, though it has its ven- 
erable sections, is equally young and brisk. 

Certainly this is true of Bowes and 
Bowes at No. 1 Trinity Street and of W. 


Heffer and Sons, Ltd., at Petty Cury. 
These two shops have a Fifth Avenue 
smartness in the atmosphere, and a stock 
that is a delight to the buyer. 

Bowes and Bowes, however, is acknowl- 
edged the oldest bookshop, not only in 
Cambridge, but in the entire United King- 
dom. 

Since 1581 and possibly earlier, No. 1 
Trinity Street has been known to succes- 
sive generations of Cambridge men as a 
resort of book lovers. The shop has a 
corner location, and it confronts what is 
to me a view of true beauty: the panorama 
of the Senate House, University Library, 
and King’s College. 

G. J. Gray, cataloger to Bowes and 
Bowes, suggests that Spierinck, the binder 
probably occupied No. 1 Trinity Street 
during the years 1505 to 1546. Whether 
or not it was here that Spierinck did his 
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Bowes and Bowes, for over 


renowned bindings has not been definitely 
ascertained. The first established fact in 
the history of this house is that it was oc- 
cupied by William Scarlett from 1581 to 
1617... After Scarlett, came Henry Moody 
who was succeeded in 1637 by William 
Lone. William Dickenson followed Lone 
in 1688. 

Across the street from No. 1 Trinity 
Street is the Senate House. In 1718 this 
site was occupied by Edmund Jeffery who 
at the death of Dickenson moved his books 
across the road. 

In 1729 William Thurlbourne came 
into possession; he purchased both Nos. 1 
and 2 Trinity Street in 1757. He rented 
No. 2 to William Woodyer and continued 
to occupy No. 1 himself. The houses of 
Woodyer and Thurlbourne formed a part- 
nership and for several years published 
books under the imprint of both names. 

After Thurlbourne died in 1768, John 
Woodyer, son of the partner, purchased 
the house and unsuccessfully continued the 
business. In 1779 Woodyer was declared 
bankrupt, and one John Deighton pur- 
chased the property. 

In 1752 John Nicholson, usually called 
‘“Maps,” began business near the present 
entrance gate of King’s College. He had 
married the daughter of Robert Watt, the 
founder of the first circulating library.

This first John Nicholson died in 1796; 
his portrait by Reinagle (see page 1607) 
hangs in the University Library. He was 
succeeded by his son, who moved to the 
even then historic corner of Trinity Street. 
The second John Nicholson retired in 1822 
and was succeeded by Thomas Stevenson, 
who continued the business until his death 
in 1845. 

Daniel and Alexander Macmillan, who 
had acquired two years previously the busi- 
ness of Richard Newby at 17 Trinity 
Street, now also acquired that of Thomas 
Stevenson, and merged the two businesses 
at No. 1 Trinity Street in 1846. It was 
in that year that the late Robert Bowes 
came as a boy from Scotland to live with 
the Macmillans, his uncles, and to learn 
the business. 

The name of the firm was until 1850 
Macmillan, Barclay and Macmillan, and 
afterwards Macmillan and Co. ‘The 
growth of the publishing department 
necessitated the opening of a branch in 
London in 1858, and five years later it 
was entirely removed there as an independ- 
ent publishing house. 

After 1863 the Cambridge shop was 
managed by Robert Bowes in partnership 
with Alexander Macmillan. One year 
after the death of Alexander Macmillan in 
1896, his grand-nephew, George Brimley 
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The floor-plans of the store are available to the customer, who is invited to browse 


Bowes, named after his uncle the essayist, 
became associated with the business. Since 
1907 the name of the shop has been Bowes 
and Bowes. 

Before I introduce you to George Brim- 
ley Bowes, I shall tell you about his book- 
shop as it is today. I have visited book- 
shops the world over; and I can say sincere- 
ly that the atmosphere of No. 1 Trinity 
Street approaches the ideal from every 
standpoint. 

The arrangement of the shop is a de- 
light to the mind and the eye. Even the 
time-worn second-hand books have a 
bright appearance. The jackets are all 
clean jackets. The floor-plans of the store 
(shown below) are available to the cus- 
tomer, for this is one of those bookshops 
wherein the buyer is actually permitted to 
“‘browse.”’ 

The display shelves are similar in style 
to our library stacks; the lighting is ex- 
cellent. New books in various branches of 


literature, science and the arts are found 
on the ground floor, classified according to 
subject. They range from scholarly works 
and textbooks for the student in all sub- 
jects to books for the general reader in- 
cluding drama, fiction, sport, and ques- 
tions of the day. There is an entire sec- 
tion devoted to the Greek and Latin 
classics, another section is composed of 
travel bocks relevant to Cambridge, then 
history, economics, medicine, and natural 
sciences. Books to please every variety of 
taste! 

Adjoining the bookshop is a print room 
artistically lighted for the display of pic- 
tures and the exhibition of one-man shows. 
These exhibitions are similar in type to 
those arranged by Doubleday, Doran and 
Co., in. the Barbizon Library, New York 
City. The Bowes’ print gallery specializes 
in old color aquatints of Cambridge, such 
as those published by Ackermann, engrav- 
ings by Loggan and old maps of the 16th

and 17th centuries, as well as mezzotint 
portraits of famous men, who have been 
in any way connected with the University. 

Of the present-day work, modern etch- 
ings are favored and are represented by 
such artists as F. L. Griggs, Gerald Brock- 
hurst, Rushbury and 
Louis Rosenberg. 

The long room on the 
first floor was to me the 
most interesting feature 
of the entire shop. Here 
in perfectly ordered sec- 
tions are the French, 
German, Italian, and 
Spanish books. No grub- 
by copies as is the case 
in the foreign sections of 
so many of our Ameri- 
can bookshops, but clean, 
colorful items. I spent 
twenty minutes examin- 
ing the books in Messrs. 
Bowes’ foreign section, 
and at the end of that 
time my hands were still 
clean—which is an amaz- 
ing thing to say about 
any bookshop. 

The bargain hunters, 
too, can be found on the 
first floor, for it is here 
that the second-hand 
book department is lo- 
cated. Sets, “‘Remain- 
ders,’ and Juveniles each 
have a spotless home in the long room. 

I had never really browsed. In New 
York, London, and Paris the book clerks 
have an expectant, anticipating-a-sale ex- 
pression that they have not been trained to 
hide, and the timid book-buyer hurridedly 
selects a book and departs without know- 
ing the indescribable joys of browsing. 

The assistants at No. 1 Trinity Street 
succeed in “getting across” to the buyer 
that they are gentlemen who have invited 
you to inspect their library in a leisurely 
way. The service is efficient but never 
high-pressured. 

I experienced some of my weakest mo- 
ments in the art and literature sections 
which include a perfect stock of fine and 
applied art titles, first and limited editions, 
modern presses, etc. 

In this section, for example, there are 
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items from the library of the late Sir Ed- 
mund Gosse, a fine copy of the first edition 
of Smollett’s “Peregrine Pickle” in four vol- 
mes, a collection of Seigfried Sassoon’s 
works, privately printed and inscribed by 
the author. 


Beardsley items, Hardy 
hes ss If you are 
not iron- willed, keep 
out of the tempting rare 
book sections of No. 1 
Trinity Street. 

The entire structure 
has undergone extensive 
alterations at different 
times, and the second 
floor rooms which were 
formerly living quarters 
are now entirely given 
over to business pur- 
poses. 

But a great many of 
the old rooms remain, 
and all of them have in- 
teresting associations. 
The entire second floor 
is in its original panel- 
ing. 

More rare books, theo- 
logical titles, and two 
rooms of mathematical 
books are on this floor. 
One front room holds 
rare 16th century vol- 
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Old “Maps,” librarian and umes in contemporary

fine bindings. 

Between the mathe- 
matic rooms there remains untouched the 
relic of a vanished age: a powder closet. 
A room large enough for milady to sprinkle 
powder in her hair without messing up 
the rest of the house. It is refreshing to 
come upon such a discovery in the midst of 
your book buying. 

Tearing myself away from a nine-pound 
copy of Sassoon’s “Sonnets,” I looked for 
an assistant. He appeared from nowhere 
to aid me. I asked for the proprietor. 

Mr. Bowes would be free in a few mo- 
ments. In the meantime, I questioned the 
assistant, who answered my bombardment 
so courteously and concisely that I regretted 
the end of the conversation. He told me 
that his regular customers are, of course, 
the undergraduates. He believes the Cam- 
bridge undergraduate to be the best in- 
formed book-buyer in the country.

I might add that the stock of the book- 
shop speaks highly for its clientele and 
manager: there is an obvious absence of the 
usual “cheap” literature so prevalent in 
London stalls. 

Aside from the personalities in the col- 
leges that are customers at this historic 
shop, I learned from the assistant that it is 
here that Lytton Strachey, Hugh Walpole, 
and Aldous Huxley often buy their books. 

Mr. Bowes was now at liberty, and the 
assistant led me to a small unpretentious 
office, presented me to the proprietor and 
departed. 

I had imagined that heavy must hang the 
head that has 350 years of tradition to live 
up to, but George Brimley Bowes, M.A., 
late Classical Scholar of Emmanuel Col- 
lege wears his managerial crown with a 
dignity and enthusiasm that is admirable. 

Mr. Bowes is that rare being, a scholar 
with an odd streak of business energy. This 
combination accounts for the many unusual 
and pleasant features of his shop. He is a 
middle-aged man of unending energy, and 
he fits with perfect harmony into the his- 
toric picture of his house. 

After all, operating a successful book- 
shop in the shadows of medieval colleges, 
within the very scene of the activities of 
Tennyson, Gray, and Byron, is a form of 
art that cannot be overestimated. 

Mr. Bowes knows the fine points of the 
booktrade by instinct, and Great Britain 
has acknowledged that ability by having 
elected him in succession, President of the 
Antiquarian Booksellers’ Association, Presi- 
dent of the Associated Booksellers of the 
United Kingdom, and Chairman of the 
Joint Committee of Publishers and Book- 
sellers. 

He is passionately interested in his busi- 
ness, keenly conscious of the activity in each 
department. Despite the associations in 
which he is steeped, there is nothing of the 
personified legend in Mr. Bowes’ conver- 
sation. 

He told me some priceless stories of 
Charles Kingsley, the author of “Westward 
Ho!”, who was a great friend of both his 
father and the Macmillans. He said the 
long room of the first floor of the shop had 
formerly been two rooms. It was the custom 
in 1850 to read newspapers at bookshops, 
and one of these rooms was devoted to this 
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purpose. At this informal common-room 
the undergraduates and dons came after 
four o'clock hall to chat and read the news. 
The other room was a sort of drawing 
room. Here Tennyson read “Maud,” and 
in a small room adjoining, Thackeray 
lunched when delivering his lectures on 
“English Humorists” in Cambridge. Here. 
too, Charles Kingsley showed the brothers 
Macmillan the MS. of “Alton Locke,” and 
Ludovici, the artist, sat and caricatured the 
literary men of the day as they gossiped and 
argued. 

While Mr. Bowes related these anec- 
dotes to me, I felt the reverent pride that 
he holds for his shop, and I seemed to be in 
the fifties under the power of associations 
so compelling. 

Outside of the retail selling activities, 
Bowes and Bowes have published many 
books relevant to Cambridge. The first two 
books that J. B. Priestly wrote, and the 
parodies and other verses of J. K. Stephens 
entitled ‘““Lapsus Calami” bear the imprint 
of Messrs. Bowes. 

I had entered the shop early in the morn- 
ing, and as to-day was an early closing, I 
realized from the clerks’ activities that it 
was noon. We had been talking for an 
hour. Yet in that brief period I have 
passed through one of the most singular 
and delightful book experiences I have 
known. 

Before bidding me goodbye, Mr. Bowes 
told me the secret of his achieving perfec- 
tion in assistants. 

“T pick the men from secondary schools: 
men of high scholastic record,’ he said. 
“They must then serve a three year appren- 
ticeship in my shop.” 

That explained it all! Three years ot 
daily association with Mr. Bowes would 
make a gentleman out of any secondary 
school man. 

His sincere interest in the well-being of 
his assistants is evinced in an arrangement 
whereby his employees might attend classes 
and lectures in the continuation school of 
the University. 

As I left the office of No. 1 Trinity 
Street passing through the room “where 
Tennyson read ‘Maud,’”’ the sense of leav- 
ing an historic church enveloped me—but 
withal, a very intimate and homey 
church. 
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Periodical Publishers Talk Over 
Problems 


HE National Publishers’ Association, 

which includes 178 magazine pub- 

lishers, held its annual meeting at 
Shawnee, Pa., on September 19, and re- 
elected the same officers with Andrew C. 
Pearson as President. ‘The interests of 
this group in many ways overlap the in- 
terest of book publishers, and their actions 
on legislation, especially postal, labor and 
copyright matters, are of interest to the 
booktrade. 

The Committee on Copyright, of which 
William B. Warner of McCall’s is chair- 
man, again placed the Association in op- 
position to copyright change, and, if its 
opposition is effective, it will leave the 
United States still outside the International 
Copyright Union, along with China, Russia 
and Mexico. Automatic copyright, which 
is the fundamental necessity of an interna- 
tional copyright agreement, is believed by 
the Association to be inimical to magazine 
interests, and they also are opposed to the 
type of author contract which is used in 
European countries which the Committee 
claims is unsound and gives the publisher 
very few rights. 

Third Assistant Postmaster General 
Tilton, in charge of cost accounting ad- 
dressed the convention, and, approaching 
as he did the problems of the post office 
with the experience of an expert account- 
ant accustomed to business analysis, his re- 
port was of unusual value. His address, 
which was the first one made since he has 
been appointed by President Hoover, 
was of special significance, and indicated 
that the cost analysis of the post office 
would be made in a _ businesslike way, 
which has not been the case for many years. 
The fact that the post office showed this 
year a very large increased deficit which 
had reached $95,000,000 makes this com- 
ment of particular importance. He pointed 
out that more than half this deficit was due 
to special gratis service such as free county 
delivery, which probably costs $10,000,000, 
free handling of mail for other government 


departments $3,500,000, special handling 
of religious, scientific and educational pub- 
lications at a probable loss of $16,000,000, 
excess cost on foreign mails and subsidies 
to American boats handling foreign mail 
$12,000,000, and other items of the same 
character totaling $53,000,000. He also 
pointed out that, while the first class post- 
age in the last accounting showed a prob- 
able plus of $87,000,000 and second class 
matter showed a loss of $85,000,000, in 
neither of these figures had any account 
been made of any cost item except the 
weight of the matter handled. This leaves 
out the imponderables which must neces- 
sarily affect true accounting, first class mat- 
ter receiving preferred service of fast de- 
livery, and special arrangements of all 
kinds which are not charged up against it. 
Mr. Tilton said that such a deficit could 
only be met by an increase in rates which 
would have to be fixed by Congress and 
a reduction in costs, and the question of 
possible savings is already being considered. 

In surveying the situation on labor, the 
association’s committee commented on the 
fact that the past year had been free from 
strikes, except in the color shops of Chi- 
cago, which had finally adopted a 44-hour 
week. The issue of a 40-hour, 5-day week 
has been raised in New York. It is be- 
lieved that the leaders of labor can 
hardly favor this while so much of the 
country is still on a 48-hour basis, as it 
would handicap large city printers. 

The new tariff bill had offered very few 
points of interest to the periodical pub- 
lisher. One suggested change has been 
that which put into the bill a definition of 
newsprint, so as to take off the free list 
ground pulp paper which is similar in ~ 
character to newsprint but used for cheap 
magazines. Congress, however, seems not 
likely to carry out that idea. A protest 
was also made against the Senate’s one cent 
increase on casein, which had been sug- 
gested in the interest of farmers. Casein 
enters into the cost of coated paper.

-Books on World Affairs 


HERE is practical help in evaluating 

the literature of world affairs to 

be obtained through a new under- 
taking of the World Peace Foundation 
of Boston, which is preparing lists of the 
best books on all the varying aspects of 
international affairs. In order to do this, 
they have enlisted the co-operation of the 
outstanding scholars in the field of inter- 
national matters in various universities of 
the country. Each professor is listing the 
books which seem to him to be the best 
so far produced on different topics taken 
up. These lists are being printed in the 
Library Journal, there making the results 
available to librarians and the booktrade. 


The first list published on September 
1st was the one on Foreign Trade, which 
will be followed by lists on Latin America, 
International Relations, International Or- 
ganization, Modern European History, 
American Foreign Policy, the Far East, 
Industrial Management, etc. The lists are 
annotated, and there is a key which indi- 
cates which professors have favored which 
books. The practical result of such an ef- 
fort is to give booksellers a list of titles 
which can be. heartily recommended and 
to give publishers an idea of the trend of 
opinion on their books, and, if they are 
planning any new books, just what is al- 
ready available. 


The Publishers’ W eekly 
Building Mailing Lists 


HE fall is the time in the book- 

seller’s year when mailing lists be- 

come increasingly important, and it 
is the time also for their revision and ex- 
tention. Returned envelopes from the 
season’s first mailings should be most 
carefully watched, so that changes can be 
promptly made in the stencils or in the 
written lists, newspapers should be watched 
for addresses of new residents, new officers 
of clubs, and new readers in community 
activities of all kinds. ; 


The bookseller needs to have his mail- 
ing list in good shape and also needs to 
have it well under control. There is 
reason for sending out both general cata- 
logs and specific sales suggestions. Some- 
times it is erroneously assumed that because 
a person buys one book on a subject he is 
collecting only that subject for life, but 
this is not usually the case, and, if such 
a customer only gets sales letters on 
one subject, he will not extend his collect- 
ing habits. ‘The collector’s interest tm 
special authors must be watched, as people 
follow their author interest closely and 
many do this in order to obtain first 
editions. Such customers are disappointed 
if they discover too late that their favorite 
author has published a new book and that 
the bookseller is now selling the second 
printing. There is, too, a certain flattery 
to the customer in feeling that he is getting 
a book at a date when it is fresh from the 
presses. 

Still another department of collecting 
interest is rapidly growing, and that is the 


interest in fine editions. Both the quality. 


and quantity of the product in this field is 
rapidly rising, and the consequent interest 
in the books is growing. The customer who 
knows that these can be obtained at list 
price on the date of publication is not so 
anxious to pick them up afterward at an 
increased price and appreciates having ad- 
vance word from his bookseller about the 
books that are just coming along. For this 
reason, the Publishers’ Weekly is adding 
to its service a check-list of special editions 
appearing regularly in the third issue of 
each month. By watching this record, 
booksellers will think of many customers 
who would like to be notified of the cur- 
rent output. 
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A Big Dollar’s Worth 


Y putting Wells’ “Outline of His- 
tory,’ complete, into the Star Dollar 
Series, the Garden City Publishing 
Company is giving the home and public lib- 
raries a good opportunity, and, at the same 
time, it has faced successfully a rather diffi- 
cult problem of bookmaking in putting 1193 
pages into a convenient and easily read 
book. But, more than that, it has given the 
whole series advertising by providing a 
book that will be interpreted by the public 
as an outstanding example of what the dol- 
lar will buy. We should be much sur- 
prised if the book can be produced at the 
price necessary to sell it at this figure, but 
nevertheless it will be a profitable thing 
for the publishers because of the prestige 
it gives to the whole series, 


Do Publishers Want Postal Reply 
Cards ? 


HE Post Office Department is in 

the throes of an economy program, 

as invariably happens when a change 
of administration brings a new official 
head to its activities, and Postmaster Gen- 
eral Walter F. Brown is considering the 
elimination of reply cards and reply enve- 
lopes. 

Examination of the revenues and ex- 
penses incurred under the 1928 postal rate 
law has convinced postal officials that 
reply cards and reply envelopes have less 
popularity than had been anticipated by 
the sponsors. Some of the larger users 
have conducted tests with reply cards and 
reply envelopes which convince them that 
they should go back to the two-cent post- 
age stamp to get new business. One 


mailer, who used the two-cent postage 


stamps and the business reply cards and 
envelopes in a test which he was conduct- 
ing to get funds for a well-known welfare 
organization submitted the results of his 
test to the Department and it is reported 
that the percentage of replies received by 
the use of the two-cent postage stamp was 
considerably greater than that attained 
through the use of the business reply cards 
and envelopes. 

The Department is giving these tests 
serious consideration in drafting new rec- 
ommendations to Congress for postal rev- 
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enue-producing laws, which are now being 
considered by Third Assistant Postmaster 
General, Frederic A. Tilton, under whose 
direction a new fiscal policy is being 
worked out. 


The Department thinks it is time that 
the larger mail users should go back to 
the use of the 2-cent postage stamp as 
builders of business, unless other users of 
mail are convinced that the busniess reply 
cards and reply envelopes have not lost 
their usefulness. . 


Book publishers who are interested in 
direct mail selling, and who find the reply 
card and reply envelope of real assistance 
should make prompt representations to the 
Post Office Department. 


‘Strange Interlude’ Goes to 
Quincy 

HE Theatre Guild has decided to 

open “Strange Interlude” on Mon- 

day, September 3oth, in the city of 
Quincy, seven miles south of the State 
House dome. The Quincy Theater, with 
a capacity of 1,300 persons, has been chosen 
to house the much-disputed play. There is 
no censorship law in Quincy, but the 
Mayor has power to suspend or revoke a 
theater’s license if a play is found “objec- 
tionable,” although it does not seem prob- 
able that this will be the case in regard to 
“Strange Interlude.” However, Mayor 
McGrath of that city said that he would 
reserve judgment on the play until he had 
had a chance to see it on the opening night. 
It is problematical whether or not the op- 
position to the play which has inevitably 
cropped up in Boston vicinities has ex- 
tended with any force to Quin¢y. In a 
statement announcing the decision to go to 
Quincy the Guild declared that if it owned 
its own theater in Boston the risk of a trial 
performance and possible less of license 
would be assumed without hesitation, but 
that under the circumstances subscribers to 
the play would have to be asked to repair 
to Quincy, inasmuch as the Guild could 
not request the Hollis St. Theater to take 
the risk. This would seem to be the wisest 
decision the Guild could have made, inas- 
much as an appeal for reversal of the 
Mayor’s edict would have to be made to a 
Board dominated by the Mayor.

Textbook Rumpus in Kentucky 
rics. it is political conflict which 


accounts for the present textbook sit- 
uation in Kentucky, but on the face 
of it, as the report appears in the press 
dispatches, 25 leading American publishers 
are indicted for presenting sample copies of 
the books which they submitted. for state 
adoption to the Governor of Kentucky and 
his fellow members of the State Text- 
book Commission. ‘These samples were re- 
quired by the request for bids which 
had been signed by the Governor and 
the Commission and certainly no_ text- 
book commission can act on the selection 
of textbooks without making a study of 
samples. “The samples having been sub- 
mitted, it is claimed in this indictment that 
Section 4421 A-25 of the Kentucky statute 
has been trespassed upon and that the Text- 
book Commission, consisting of 7 members 
and Governor Flem D. Sampson, ex-officio 
member, is guilty of a misdemeanor as well 
as the firms which submitted the samples. 
The law of Kentucky reads, “Any mem- 
ber of the Textbook Commission of Ken- 
tucky who shall solicit, accept or receive any 
money, gift or any other property of value 
or favor whatsoever from any firm, person, 
corporation or publisher qualified to sell 
textbooks in Kentucky shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction 
shall be fined not more than $1,000 and 
imprisoned for not more than six months.” 
The call for bids of this same Textbook 
Commission which was issued in January 
of this year states that “each person or 
firm making the bid to furnish any text- 
book or textbooks shall free of charge 
supply each member of the Commission 
with a copy or copies of the textbook or 
textbooks which he or it expects to furnish.” 
Governor Sampson, a Republican Gov- 
ernor, with a Democratic Legislature, based 
part of his campaign on a free textbooks 
slogan, free textbooks now being supplied 
in the states of Texas, Louisiana, Arizona, 
Florida and in California, which manufac- 
tures its own. Other states largely have 
free textbooks by local adoption rather 
than state adoption. The last Kentucky 
Legislature passed a free textbook act but 
neglected to pass a financing plan, and the 
Court of Appeals decided last June that the 
recent adoption was inoperative because of 
this lack of funds to pay for the books.

American Authors in England 


VERY once in a while the question 
comes up as to the place of Ameri- 
can current literature in the Eng- 

lish market. Our authors wonder whether 
they have the same chance to reach an 
audience there as English authors have 
here. The publication of American books 
in England has undoubtedly increased, but 
it is still far from making a very significant 
total in the English publisher’s announce- 
ments. We pick up a current bulletin on 
Fiction, one of the series of Reader’s 
Guides issued quarterly by the National 
Book Council in London. This pamphlet 
is distributed by all the bookstores to their 
best fiction customers. Out of 174 titles, 
21 are by American authors. In the same 
September series of booklets in the volume 
on Children’s Books, 61 titles are included, 
of which 5 are by American authors. In 
biography there are 70 titles, of which 2 
were American; these are not reissued in 
England but simply handled in England 
by English offices of American publishers. 

It is possible that English readers are 
missing some good things among our many 
publications. 


Harcourt Non-Stoppers 


HE Harcourt advertising campaign 

to push titles that are selling well but 

beyond the first flush of excitement 
has really caught reader interest everywhere. 
The ads showed ten authors each reading 
one of the other’s books and the contest was 
to straighten out books and authors. We 
hear that the answers have been piling in 
and that a rather surprising percentage of 
them have been correct. It is a contest 
that is not too difficult, and the prize makes 
a little thought worthwhile. One side of 
the stunt which may prove to be of more 
than incidental value is the manner in 
which it links up title, author and pub- 
lisher in the reader’s mind. Most readers 
are notoriously ignorant of the character- 
istics of the publishers’ lists. Something 
to remind them that a publisher may have 
other titles by their favorite authors should 
do a little toward making them realize that 
books don’t just come from the land of 
nod or some other strange and mysterious 


region.

Publishers-Booksellers Cooperate 
in Test Advertising Campaign 


N Friday morning of this week, 
newspaper readers of the cities of 
Cleveland and Pittsburgh saw a 
new kind of cooperative advertisement in 
the booktrade. This first ad _ con- 
tained books of nine publishers and _ is 
signed by Burrows Brothers, the Higbee 
Bookshop (Doubleday Doran), Halle 
Brothers and Korner and Wood (in Cleve- 
land), and Joseph Horne, Jones, Kauf- 
man’s, Weldin’s and Brentano’s (in Pitts- 
burgh). It will be followed by twelve 
weekly half pages in each city. Almost 
every publisher is cooperating in making 
this test to find if it is possible to sell 
books to a new market through the insti- 
tutional type of advertising. 
At the time that the advertisement was 
sent to the newspapers, the following letter 


was sent to the signatory booksellers. 
Through this weekly questionnaire the ex- 
ecutive office of the A. B. A., hopes to be 
able to secure a sufficient amount of infor- 
mation to enable the trade to decide if ad- 
vertising of this type will pay ;— 

“The Executive Office wishes to obtain 
facts to prove that the advertising cam- 
paign which we are now testing in your city 
is of such value that it ought to be coti- 
tinued as a permanent institution not only 
in Pittsburgh and Cleveland but in many 
other localities as well. We ask, therefore, 
that you fill in this week/y questionnaire 
soon after the appearance of each adver- 
tisement. At the end of the test period of 
thirteen weeks, we hope that there will be 
some way of your letting us know of any 
increase in business during that period over 
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previous years and that you will give us 


facts that will prove, if our hopes are justi- 


fied, that this campaign has been valuable 
in building that increase. 

1. Did the appearance of the advertise- 
ment produce business for books listed ? 

2. Do you believe that this business is 
greater than that which you would have 
had without the advertisement ?

Trade-Marks on Books 


NE John W. Barnett applied to the 
Patent Office to register a trade- 
mark, which was to appear upon 
certain books he sold. ‘The books happened 
to be volumes of letters, to be used by the 
purchaser in the collection of accounts, but 
for the purposes of this story they might as 
well have been books of maps, or travel pic- 
tures, or novels or encyclopedias. 

The Patent Office examiner refused to 
issue the trade-mark, on the ground that 
the books of letters represented a service, 
and not an article of manufacture, or of 
barter, buying or selling. He relied, 
among other authorities, on a previous de- 
cision, refusing a trade-mark to be used 
upon a life insurance policy. 

Assistant Commissioner 
Moore reversed the decision. 
opinion, he said, in part:— 

“The applicant appeals from the deci- 
sion of the examiner of trade-marks finally 
refusing to register its trade-mark for books 
entitled ‘“Merchant’s Direct Collector,” 
said mark consisting essentially of an eagle, 
shield and the letters ACA. 

“The examiner’s ground on which regis- 
tration of the mark is refused is that the 
applicant is engaged in service and, its 
books being merely incidental to its ren- 
dition of service, no trade-mark use on 
merchandise has been shown. 

“The applicant has filed an affidavit to 
the effect that the books bearing its trade- 
mark are manufactured for applicant and 
sold by it in the regular course of busi- 
ness, as articles of commerce and are ven- 
dible commodities; that said books are 
worth the price for which they are sold 
independently of any incidental feature, ad- 
vertising the collection of accounts; that

whatever service, if any which it renders 
is the subject of a separate contract for 
which it is compensated additionally and 
independently of the charge for the books.” 

“As the applicant's books are on sale; 
as they are purchased and paid for by the 
purchaser; as the title to the books passes 
from the applicant to the purchaser; and 
as the purchaser may or may not ad libi- 
tum use the books so purchased, or may 
or may not use said books in the intended 
manner, it 1s believed that the transaction 
has all of the elements of a legal contract 
of sale, and that said books constitute ven- 
dible commodities or articles of trade.” 

These words may apply to any book 
sold by a regular book publisher. 

Just why a publisher occasionally de- 
sires to use a trade-mark, as well as a 
copyright, is not always clear. The com- 
mon law of intangible property prevents 
the unauthorized use of a trade name 
which has been made valuable by adver- 
tising, years of employment and reputation. 
A man by the name of Macmillan, or 
Appleton or Harper, may engage in the 
publishing business, but he cannot put 
forth books claiming; “This is an Apple- 
ton book” or “This is published by Harp- 
er’s” or “This is a Macmillan Book.” 

But if a publisher does desire to use a 
trade-mark on books of his manufacture, 
as well as a copyright which protects them 
from being pirated, it would appear that 
the decision quoted settles his right to do so. 

Copyright protects the contents of the 
book; the trade-mark is merely a means 
of assuring the purchaser that the thing 
purchased is a bona fide, genuine article 
of the manufacturer, produced by the firm 
which has the right to the trade-mark.

When the Alcott Books Were New 


Dorothea Lawrance Mann 


HERE are best sellers and best sell- 

ers, but the sales of “Little Women” 

are now mounting up toward the 
three million mark. More than sixty 
years after its publication the book is more 
popular than ever. Trailing after it come 
“Little Men,” “An Old 
Fashioned Girl,” ‘Under 
the Lilacs” and other of 
Miss Alcott’s stories. This 
very season Little, Brown 
and Company are bringing 
out a new edition of “Aunt 
Jo’s Scrap Bag.” All this 
is abundant evidence that 
the tastes of children do not 
change. In 1925 the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Education 
compiled a list of forty 
books that “all children 
should read before they are 
sixteen years of age” and 
“Little Women” headed 
the list of books. 

Yet, as so often happens, “Little 
Women” was not at all the sort of book 
which its author had aspired to write, nor 
apparently during its preparation did either 
the author or the publisher have the 
faintest idea that here was a book which 
would make the fortune of the author and 
whose fame would still be on the increase 
more than a half century after the time

when it made its first appearance in print. 

Only a year or two before this book was 
written, James T. Fields had returned to 
Bronson Alcott a story which Louisa had 
submitted to the Atlantic, with the words, 
‘Tell Louisa to keep on with her teach- 
ing. She can never write.” 
These words had not had 
the effect Mr. Fields had in- 
tended, for Louisa Alcott 
had determined then and 
there that nothing should 
prevent her success as a 
writer, and that she would 
indeed force this very editor 
to accept her work. It 
proved indeed a turning 
point in the Alcott fortunes, 
for Louisa did succeed not 
so many months later in 
selling a story to the 4t- 
lantic, and from that time 
onward she did receive bet- 
ter payment for her work. 

Up to the time, however, when she 
wrote “Little Women” Miss Alcott was 
still a struggling writer, who was glad to 
sell her tales for whatever sums she might 
get for them. The days were past when 
she accepted five or ten dollars, but she 
had not reached the point where she could 
bargain with editors. After “Little 
Women” had made her fame, she was able 
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to sell all her old stories and she found 
that editors were only too eager to con- 
tend for the output of her pen. Yet she 
had rather reluctantly undertaken to 
write this book for girls at the request 
of Mr. Thomas Niles of the firm of Ro- 
berts Brothers, who, when she submitted 
to him the early chapters, pronounced them 
dull! 

“Little Women” was originally pub- 
lished in two parts. ‘The first part ap- 
peared in October, 1868, and the second 
part in March of 1869. Five years be- 
fore, in 1863, Miss Alcott had spoken of 
the earnings from her writing for the 
year as $380. The next year, 1864, she 
spoke jubilantly of having earned nearly 
$600 by her writing. In 1867 by hard 
work she forced her income up to $1,000. 
This represented many stories, because at 
this period nearly all of her work was 
short stories for which at best she did not 
receive more than $50 a story. Before 
“Little Women” had made her fame, 
$1,000 represented a sizable output. Yet 
less than ten years afterward, in 1876, 
Scribner was to pay her $3,000, for a 
serial, while in 1872—four years after 
publication,—Roberts Brothers paid Miss 
Alcott $4,400 as six months receipts for 
the book. 


One must understand Miss Alcott’s own 
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story to realize just what this successfy] 
book meant in her life. However highly 
Bronson Alcott was esteemed by Emer- 
son and Carlyle and the greater men of 
his own day, and however often today we 
hear the phrase that he was a man “ahead 
of his time in his ideas,” the fact remains 
that there is every evidence that his 
daughter suffered not merely from priva- 
tion during her early years when he could 
not seem to make money and when again 
and again Emerson found tactful means 
of helping the family, but also that she 
suffered humiliation of spirit in these 
years. Back in the Fruitland days she 
was wishing that the family might live by 
themselves. A little later she yearned for 
a room of her own. She felt keenly the 
debts of the family, the privations of her 
mother and sisters, and again and again 
in the coming years was to experience deep 
satisfaction from the financial security she 
was to achieve. In her diary she records 
a home-coming of her father from a 
western trip from which the family had 
hoped much. When the mother and 
daughters gathered around to welcome him 
home, it was only May, their youngest, 
who finally summoned courage to ask 
whether he had earned any money. They 
hid as best they could their dismay when 
he showed them the one dollar that re-

mained to him and admitted the additional 
disaster of his stolen overcoat. When she 
discovered that her stories were salable, 
Louisa Alcott’s underlying determination 
was always to establish the family fortunes 
securely. It is rather a nice bit of poetic 
justice that the thing which actually ac- 
complished this security was the book 
founded upon the family life of the Al- 
cotts. Miss Alcott herself had first con- 
ceived the tale under the title of “The 
Pathetic Family.” 

The success of “Little Women” owes 
much no doubt to the fact that it was not 
undertaken until Miss Alcott had had sev- 
eral years of experience in writing. Her 
novel “Moods,” which contains a not too 
successful portrait of Thoreau, had finally 
been published two years before, and had 
had a fair sale, due to the interest cre- 
ated by Miss Alcott’s “Hospital Sketches” 
which had appeared in The Common- 
wealth, a journal edited by Frank San- 
born. Henry James the younger had writ- 
ten a notice of- “Moods” for the North 
American and Miss Alcott was both 


amused and irritated that “being a liter- 
ary youth he gave me advice, as if he had 
been eighty and I a girl. My curly crop 
made me look young, though thirty-one.” 

In 1867 Mr. Niles, one of the partners 
of Roberts Brothers, asked Miss Alcott to 
write a book for girls. Apparently she 
was not drawn especially toward the idea, 
because some months later he was obliged 
to repeat the request to her father. This 
was in May, 1868. In July she had fin- 
ished the book and had named it “Little 
Women’’—a title which no doubt con- 
tributed considerably toward its success. 
In her journal she wrote at this time: 
“Sent twelve chapters of ‘Little Women’ 
to Mr. Niles. He thought it dull; so do 
I. But work away and mean to try the 
experiment; for lively, simple books are 
very much needed for girls, and perhaps 
I can supply the demand. . .. Have 
finished ‘Little Women,’ and sent it off— 
402 pages. May is designing some pic- 
tures for it. Hope it will go, for I shall 
probably get nothing for ‘Morning 
Glories.’ ”’ 
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Roberts Brothers accepted the book 
promptly and made the author an outright 
offer for the copyright. At the same time 
they advised her not to part with it. It 
was scarcely any time before she appre- 
ciated the honesty and fairness of this ad- 
vice. The book was published in October, 
and she was genuinely surprised at its suc- 
cess. She said: “We really lived most of 
it, and if it succeeds, that will be the rea- 
son of it.” 

The success of the book was so assured 
that she immediately set about preparing 
a second part for it, which was demanded 
eagerly by readers who wanted all the girls 
to marry and troubled the author by de- 
siring to settle matters in their own way. 
She finished the sequel January 1, 1869. 
Miss Alcott did not want Jo to marry, 
but the publishers and the public demanded 
her marriage. The facts which Miss Al- 
cott records as true are—‘early plays and 
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home, John Brooke and his death, Demi’s 
character. Mr. March did not go to war, 
but Jo did. Mrs. March is all true, only 
not half good enough. Laurie is not an 
American boy, though every lad I ever 
knew claims the character. He was a 
Polish boy whom I met abroad in 1863. 
Mr. Lawrence is my grandfather, Colonel 
Joseph May. Aunt March is no one.” 
Though the two parts of “Little Women” 
were originally published separately, for 
many years they have been included in a 
single book. ‘The earlier advertisements, 
however, always refer to the two parts. 
The second part as brought out in 
March of 1869; and in June of that year 
was published “An Old Fashioned Girl.” 
Many of the experiences of this book were 
also founded upon experiences of Miss Al- 
cott’s own life. In her diary she writes: 
““‘Qld Fashioned Girl’ came out and sold 
well. Train boy going to New York put 
it in my lap; and when I said I didn’t

her. It was pub- 
lished in May, 
1871, on the day 
of her arrival in 
this country, and 
she was greeted 
with the pleasing 
news that the book 
had already had a 
sale of 50,000 cop- 
ies. 

At forty Miss 
Alcott had made 
herself and her 
family independ- 
ent, though it had 
been eight years af- 
ter her sister Liz- 
zie’s death before 
she had been able 
to pay the bills for 
her illness. From 


The very next year after the publica- 
tion of these books—1870—the July ac- 
counting sent by the publishers brought 
Miss Alcott a check for $6,612—‘a neat 
little sum for ‘the Alcotts who can’t make 
money!’” If the Alcotts had not been 
able to make money in the past, they had 


1871 her receipts were increasing steadily, 
while the sums she received for new work 
leaped amazingly. In 1872 Henry Ward 
Beecher sent one of the editors of the Chris- 
tian Union to ask her for a serial story. 
They had asked before and had offered her 
$2,000 which she had refused. Now they

came with an offer of $3,000 which she ac- 
cepted, and they paid her $1,000 to seal 
the bargain. Miss Alcott got out her old 
manuscript of ‘Success,’ revised it and 
called it “Work,” and sent it to them. In 
December of this year she was busy with 
this manuscript and was obliged to write 
three pages at once on impression paper, 
as Beecher, Roberts and Low of London 
all wanted a copy at once. ‘This process 
was the cause of the paralysis of her thumb 
which disabled her for the rest of her life. 

In this year 1872, so great had grown 
the public interest in the successful author- 
ess that we find her writing in her diary: 
‘People must learn that authors have some 
rights. I can’t entertain a dozen a day and 
write the tales they demand also. . . .Re- 
porters sit on the wall and take notes; 
artists sketch me as I pick pears in the 
garden; and strange women interview 
Johnny (her nephew) as he plays in the 
orchard. It looks like impertinent curi- 
osity to me; but it is called ‘fame’ and con- 
sidered a blessing to be grateful for, I 
find. Let ’em try it.” 

Three years later we find her writing: 
“Funny time with the publishers about the 
tale; for all wanted it at once, and each 
tried to outbid the other for an unwritten 
story. I rather enjoyed it, and felt im- 
portant with Roberts, Low and Scribner 
all clamoring for my ’umble works. No 
peddling poor little manuscripts now, and 
feeling rich with $10. The golden goose 
can sell her eggs for a good price, if she 
isn’t killed by too much driving.” A 
little later she writes again: “Finish my 
tale and go to Vassar College for a visit. 
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See M. M.; talk with four hundred girls, 


write in stacks of albums and school-books: 


and kiss everyone who asks me. Go to 
New York, am rather lionized and run 
away... Fame is an expensive luxury. | 
can do without it. This is my worst 
scrape, I think. I asked for bread, and 
got a stone—in the shape of a pedestal.” 
When she went to Niagara, she recorded: 
“Write loads of autographs, dodge at the 
theatre, and am kissed to death by gush- 
ing damsels. One energetic lady grasped 
my hand in the crowd, exclaiming, ‘If you 
ever come to Oshkosh, your feet will not 
be allowed to touch the ground; you will 
be borne in the arms of the people! Will 
you come?’ ”’ 

One of the remarkable things about 
“Little Women’ has been the way in 
which its sales have gone on increasing. 
Great as was its success during its au- 
thor’s lifetime, it did not touch its fame or 
its sales in the succeeding years. In 1921 
it was selling better than it did in 1896, 
twenty-five years earlier. The delegates 
to the American Library Convention held 


in Detroit in June, 1922, and the dele-. 


gates to the National Educational Associa- 
tion in Boston the same year were given a 
ballot bearing the names of one hundred 
books considered to be the children’s favor- 
ites. They were asked to indicate twenty-five 
books which they would consider the best for 
a one-room country school. When the vote 
was tabulated the result showed that “Little 
Women” headed the list, with Lewis Car- 
roll’s volume containing the two stories, 
“Alice’s Adventures in Wonderland” and 
“Through the Looking Glass” second.

Fifth Article on the Development of the Children’s Book Department

The Bulletin Board 


N one of the bulletin boards in a 
large Western bookshop is seen this 
notice: 

“WANTED: 

A HOME FOR A GOOD POPPA 
CAT”. Inside an hour the cat had found 
his home. ‘The gay note, the irrelevant 
and what the editors call, the “human in- 
terest” note are all valuable. A short poem 
adds interest. A clever stunt would be to 
post poems by the children customers. 


The gay colored kindergarten paper 
which comes in packages of assorted colors 
has, by the way, innumerable uses in the 
children’s book department. One of which 
is to mount articles for the bulletin 
board or to use as paper on which to paint 
in India Ink crude signs such as the cat 
notice above. 

If magazines are carried a second bulle- 
tin board should stand or hang near the 
magazine rack. It should carry announce- 
ment of contributions by local persons and 


particularly play up current articles on 


child welfare and children’s reading. The 
National Association of Book Publishers 
send out in advance of publication a list 
of magazines carrying such articles during 
the coming season. 


Keeping up the scrap books and the 
bulletin boards offers another opportunity 
to make the department for the assistants 
something more than merely a place to 
work. If the scrap books and bulletin 
boards are regularly posted, not much time 
is consumed. They more than pay for the 
effort in their stimulation of interest in the 
many phases of children’s reading and in the 
morale which is developed when every per- 
son in the department contributes a live 
interest in it. In any event responsibility 
for the upkeep of the boards or the scrap 
books or for both should be assigned to the 
various members of the staff. Material 


could be exchanged or it might be advisable 
to rotate the assignments. 


Display Tables 
Tables should be dressed well in ad- 


vance of any special day, “Week” or event. 
Three weeks ahead is not a bit too soon 
to attract the attention of and to sell the 
idea to the public. For instance, a table 
which suggests books for valentine gifts 
and party favors should be dressed the last 
week in January. If it gets mussy it should 
be dressed again with a fresh Valentine 
appeal. 

The tables and the window displays 
should as nearly as possible interlock. Some 
booksellers reserve one prominent table on 
which to display the books which comple- 
ment the window displays.

It might be well to add a word of cau- 
tion to the inexperienced bookseller and 
this is, to so display any articles that they 
add to and build up «interest in the books 
displayed. The moment the articles shown 
draw more attention to themselves than to 
the books shown with them the whole point 
is lost. “They should be no more and no 
less than silent salesmen building up values 
around the books to be sold. 


WINDOWS 


Someone has said that the window is to 
the store what the eye is to the individual. 
Certainly the window, whether it be large 
or small, deep or narrow, can be made to 
express the individuality of the book de- 
partment. Since window space is too valu- 
able an asset to be wasted in ineffectual 
displays, the children’s bookseller should 
study not only her own department’s win- 
dows but the windows of every type of 
store, and discover what, if any, idea 1s 
being expressed in each. 

The larger stores usually notify each de- 
partment some time ahead of the date on 
which they may expect window space avail- 
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able. In other stores the window trimmer 
suddenly descends and demands _ books. 
Usually in this case he arrives with a sud- 
den influx of customers and the harassed 
bookseller grabs up an armload of books— 
almost any books—and dictates a card 
which may or may not be inspired. 

It is a good plan to make up a window 
schedule even though it is not the store’s 
policy to assign windows much in advance. 
The bookseller who plans a weekly window 
a month in advance and who sends in a 
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duplicate copy of her carefully planned 
windows to the merchandise man, the win- 
dow man and the publicity man_respec- 
tively, will not get all the windows planned 
for, but the chances are she will get more 
windows than she otherwise would if she 
made no effort in planning. And more- 
over, those windows she does get are apt 
to be more effective and to bring her in 
the business that should result from the 
careful and conscientious preparation of a 
window display.

In planning each window she should ask 
herself, “What is it that this window is go- 
ing to accomplish?’ In other words, is 
this to be a “good will” window; an insti- 
tutionalizing window; an “idea” window; 
a miscellaneous merchandising display; a 
concentrated display; will books for one sex 
or one age be shown; will tle books shown 
be of a limited type; is the window to 
make a seasonal appeal; or is it to be a 
straight out and out price window? Each, 
of course, has pulling power and each has 
its value and its place. 


Many booksellers have found it a good 
plan to check on the sales suggested by 
the display. A pad near the cash register 
is a reminder to tally. It cannot be an 
accurate count, of course. Copies of the 
books to be checked will be sold to per- 
sons who have not seen the window, and 
many persons who are attracted by the dis- 
play hurry by and do not come in for some 
time after, and sometimes then not for any 
book shown. The tally is‘somewhat of an 
indication of the window’s success or fail- 
ure, however, and if there is little or no 
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“Reddy” by Mary Biddle Fitler (Harper), a juvenile best-seller, given a full 
window-display by Strawbridge and Clothier, Philadelphia 


response, it is safe to assume that some- 
thing doesn’t click. A record of this check 
and an analysis of the window after it has 
been put in will help the children’s book- 
seller in planning effective future windows. 

Immediate tangible results are not al- 
ways the sign of the success of certain 
types of windows. For instance, the “good 
will” window put in at the request of Boy 
Scout leaders which seeks to sell the Boy 
Scout organization to the boy, to his fam- 
ily and to the community, might result, 
even if a careful selection of books were 
includéd in the display, in a very slight 
immediate response to the book appeal. Yet 
the association of the ideas of boys, Boy 
Scout character building influences, with 
books, will undoubtedly bring in customers 
and make sales mount up in the course of 
time. 

Displays which reflect the news and the 
interests of the day attract a good atten- 
tion. Clippings, pictures, the magazine 
article, an article or articles which are 
easily recognized and identified with the 
local interests of children, the scrap book 
again,—any of these help to drive home in 
a fresh fashion the thought of how indis- 
pensible books are in the lives of boys and. 
girls. 


Ordinarily the children’s bookseller has 
the decision of how long the window should 
stay in settled for her by the powers that 
be. If the window is pulling exceptionally 
well, figures might influence the decree 
and give her a day or so longer. Here is 
another use for the tally. If the window 
is not bringing in sales and customers and: 
is not of the good will type, it might be 
a good idea to analyze the window with 
the window trimmer and possibly either 
make some constructive changes or pull out 
the ineffective titles and make an entire 
new display. This, of course, rather de- 
pends on the good nature of the window 
trimmer. 

Any of the ideas suggested for table dis- 
plays could be elaborated or otherwise used 
to make interesting windows. But there 
is a wealth of ideas from which to draw. 
Every type of book and every title car- 
ries association of ideas rich with possibili- 
ties. There are some principles to keep 
in mind, as for instance, unity of display. 
Every book in the display should empha- 
size the same idea whether it be price, se- 
lection, constructive quality, related inter- 
est, pleasure, use or whatever the theme 
might be. Another and perhaps more im- 
portant principle to remember is the old 
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one of salesmanship. Every window should, 
I, attract attention; 2, create interest; 3, 
awaken desire; 4, inspire action. 

Every aid which will help attract atten- 
tion to books such as color in the window, 
related articles, clippings, living children 
showing the use of books, or price tags, 
will help accomplish the first step in win- 
dow selling. But attracting attention is of 
little value unless the window gazer be- 
comes interested in the display in relation- 
ship to himself; ‘then even if desire for 
ownership is awakened, unless there is that 
something which is variously called punch 
or appeal, the window will not succeed 
unless the window gazer is fired with the 
desire to possess and he has the impulse 
to come into the store and purchase. 


THE WINpow CARD AND THE POSTER 
The National Association of Book Pub- 


lishers supply attractive posters free of 
charge and most publishers are willing to 
send some extra jackets with their ship- 
ments. These later in the hands of a card 
writer or clever bookseller can be made in- 
to most attractive posters. 

It might be interesting to see what a 
children’s art class would do in developing 
the book appeal in poster making, either as 
inspired by the Jon Brubaker and the Jessie 
Willcox Smith posters sent out by the Na- 
tional Association or with the extra book 
jackets as the central decorative theme. 
Amateurs in the art should be warned 
about making the letters distinct and in 
decided contrast to the background. 

Teachers and leaders in young people’s 
activities are usually eager for ae of 
the beautiful posters supplied by the Na- 
tional Association Book Publishers. Play 
ground heads, church leaders, librarians, 
and even, in some communities, the grocer, 
the druggist, and the other small mer- 
chants can be interested in displaying post- 
ers during book week and spring drives. 

The teachers and young people’s leaders 
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usually want the posters and, if they are 
notified in time, will come to the book de- 
partment after them. A letter which will 
reach the several teacher’s councils in time 
to come up before the monthly meeting 
preceding the big book event, or a Stier 
to each school principal, notifying the 
teachers that one poster will be given to 
each teacher who will call in person for it. 
will result in bringing to the department a 
number of teachers. When the influence 
of the teacher is remembered the bookseller 
will not only hand out the poster but in 
the few moment’s contact do all she pos- 
sibly can to sell that teacher the idea of 
the peculiar and the valuable service of- 
fered by her children’s book department. 
An advertisement in the daily papers offer- 
ing the posters costs more and does not 
offer the direct contact that the letters do. 

The playground heads, grocers, and 
others mentioned above are not quite so 
interested or are interested hardly at all. 
The bookseller must then see that posters 
are delivered to these persons, after, of 
course, arrangements with them have been 
made for their use. Sometimes in addi- 
tion to the poster, public-spirited mer- 
chants are also willing to emphasize the 
poster with a display of a small group of 
books. 

While it is not fair to ask teachers and 
others who are supported by public funds 
or who have decided upon a policy of al- 
lowing no commercial advertising in their 
club buildings, meeting places or in schools 
to put up advertisements of any single 
bookseller, no objection is usually made to 
a small rubber stamped business address in 
one lower corner of the poster. If the 
bookstores and book departments of a com- 
munity are organized and all are contribut- 
ing the posters and the effort, it is better 
practice to make no attempt at selling the 
individual book department by means of 
advertising on the poster, but 'to sell instead 
the idea of books for children.

Children’s Book-Advertiser 


DVERTISING books is as necessary 

in a children’s library as it is in a 

bookstore and means must be found 
to call attention to old favorites even more 
than for new books. Children are always 
growing up and a new public is ever 
ready. 

A branch library in Bridgeport, Conn., 
has found an expedient that works efficient- 
ly, in “Come Alive” posters made by young 
people who choose characters they enjoy 
and execute cut-out figures of appropriate 
size which are posed as if coming out of 
books from between the pages. 

The sport was suggested first by Patten 
Beard who wrote “Playcraft,” and the 
idea was illustrated by a fairy she made 
herself, jointed so the arms and legs could 
show action. In Good Book Week the li- 
brarian arranged a table with 25 best books 
from which characters might be chosen. 
There was an immediate response from boys 
and girls of the 6th, 7th, and 8th grades 
and their “Come Alives’” were placed in 
copies of the books to which they belonged. 

Other young people immediately wished 
to read those books and they were released 


for circulation and the “Come Alives”’ 
placed in other copies. The list of all the 
‘25 best books” was kept in view and all 
available new copies were released to fill 


sthe calls for them. T. B. Aldrich, Louisa 


“M. Alcott and Susan Coolidge Woolsey 
and Mary P. W. Smith, W. O. Stoddard 
and Frank Stockton once more came in 
competition with the present day writers 
along with the heroes of romance of How- 
ard Pyle, the stories of action by Stevenson 
and Scott, and the western life of Buffalo 
Bill, Remington’s “Pony Tracks” and Will 
James’ “Smoky.”

PRIZE of $100.00 has been award- 

ed to the J. H. Gill Company of 

Portland, Oregon, in the contest 
conducted by the National Association of 
Book Publishers during the spring and sum- 
mer for the best description of a bockstore 
campaign to increase sales of children’s 
books in the spring. 

Mr. Richard G. Montgomery, assistant 
manager of the store, submitted the prize- 
winning report,—a summary of the various 
forms of promotion and advertising used in 
developing a “Personalized Juvenile Book 
Service.” Writes Mr. Montgomery “At- 
tractive letters and circulars and business 
reply cards were prepared announcing this 
“Hersonalized book service for children.” 
‘The announcement reads: _ 

“Briefly the plan is this: The Boys’ and 
Girls’ Own Book Shop will send you, every 
month, a carefully selected juvenile book.

If you decide it is one that you 
will want for your children, however, you 
may keep it and it will be charged to your 
account or a bill will follow. That’s all

CCORDING to current rumors the 
Anderson Galleries and the Ameri- 
can Art Galleries, now under one 

ownership, will be combined and operated 
as a single auction house. An _ official 
statement from the management of the 
new concern may be expected soon. There 
are also reports that the new auction 
house, which will be operated in the build- 
ing built for the American Art Galleries, 
will have competition from another new 
house, but details of this venture are not 
yet ready for the public. The growing 
importance of auction sales in art, antiques 
and literary property would seem to war- 
rant competition from a house designed 
along lines proposed by the new organiza- 
tion. The auction world is intensely in- 
terested in the realignment that has been 
in preparation for about two years, but 
the details of which the public has had 
little information. 


HAT is believed to be the only com- 

plete autograph manuscript in ex- 
istence of one of the plays of George Ber- 
nard Shaw has just come to this country. 
It is the original manuscript of Shaw’s 
first play, ‘““Widowers’ Houses” and was 
recently purchased’ by Gabriel Wells in 
London. Shaw is responsible for the 
scarcity of his manuscripts, for it is said 
that he “has no more regard for his manu- 
scripts than a carpenter has for his shav- 
ings.” Notwithstanding the interest of col- 
lectors in his writings, Shaw even tore up 
the manuscript of his last play, “The 
Apple Cart.” How his first manuscript 
has survived has not been told.’ Shaw’s 
original manuscript of “Widowers’ 
Houses” is written on ninety-one pages of 
a note book 9 by 7 inches, and on forty- 
seven loose pages of note book paper 4 by 
6Y2 inches. Only one side of each page 





is used. The note book is written in ink 
and corrected in indelible pencil, 


while

the loose pages are written in indelible 
pencil and corrected in ink. In both sec- 
tions, the corrections are few. The elisions 
are indicated by a characteristic circular 
scribble. A few pages were cancelled by 
large cross marks and the corrected texts 
written on the pages opposite. The manu- 
script bears every evidence of having been 
written easily and fluently. Shaw’s own 
notation on the first page of the manu- 
script, however, proves that the play was 
a long time in the process of writing. 
“First two acts written in 1885. First 
part of the third act probably in 1890. 
Second part in 1892. Finished first of 
August. Pp. 83, 84, 85 added 21/10/’92.” 


HE current catalog of Bernard Quar- 

itch, of London, contains some very 
rare and valuable items, among them a 
Kelmscott Chaucer, vellum copy bound by 
Cobden-Sanderson, £5000; and a first edi- 
tion of Fitzgerald’s translation of the 
‘Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam,” 1859 in 
the original light brown wrapper, enclosed 
in a levant case by Sangorski and Sut- 
cliffe, priced at £2,250. Loosely inserted 
is a most interesting letter written by the 


poet Swinburne to A. C..Benson, dated 
October 5, 1904, in which he said: 
“Neither Burton or Rossetti nor I ‘had 


anything to do with the discovery of Omar 
Fitzgerald (if a small g is good enough 
for a ducal family I should think it might 
be good enough for the traducer rather 
than translator of Agamemnon). Two 
friends of Rossetti—mMr. Whitley Stokes 
and Mr. Ormsby—told him (he told me) 
of this wonderful little pamphlet for sale 
on a stall (in St. Martin’s Lane—if you 
know where it is) —to which Mr. Quaritch, 
finding that the British public unanimously 
declined to give a shilling for it, had rele- 
gated it to be disposed of for a penny. 
Having read it, Rossetti and I invested up- 
wards of six pence apiece—or possible three 
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pence—I would not wish to exaggerate our 
extravagance—in copies at that most ex- 
orbitant price. Next day we thought that 
we might get some more for presents 
among friends—but the man at the stall 
asked two pence! Rossetti expostulated 
with him in terms of such humorously in- 
dignant remonstrance as none but he could 
have commanded. We took a few and left 
him. In a week or two, if I am not mis- 
taken, the remaining copies were sold at a 
guinea; I have since—as I dare say you 
have—seen copies offered at more absurd 
prices. I kept my own pennyworth (the 
tidiest copy of the lot) and have it still.” 
Here is the authoritative story of the dis- 
covery of Fitzgerald’s “Omar” which has 
frequently been told somewhat differently 
before. 


ONE of the largest and finest collec- 

tions of publications of the Aldine 
Press available for the collector is offered 
for sale by Bernard Quaritch, of London, 
for $10,000. It comprises 538 editions 
from this early Italian press, including a 
very large proportion of its rarest and most 
sought-after productions, from its earliest 
issues in 1494-5 down to the end of the 
sixteenth century. There are no less than 
10 editions on vellum, and 11 on large 
paper; many of these works are repre- 
sented by ordinary small paper copies. The 
collection, to which have been added 19 
of the counterfeit editions, mostly produced 
at Lyons, is bound in 609 volumes, all of 
the bindings being in an excellent state of 
preservation, and a considerable number of 
them original, including books bound for 
Grolier, Laurent and Francis I. A large 
number were bound for De Thou, and for 
Renouard by Derome, Bradel, Bisiaux 
and Bozerian; and one is by Roger Payne. 
There are 20 books with entirely uncut 
edges, a number which includes one mostly 
unopened. The nucleus of this collection, 
the like which can certainly never be as- 
sembled again, was from the library of the 
Earl of Powis, and this has been consider- 
ably augumented and improved by judi- 
cious purchases since especially from the 
finely bound library of the late Lieut.-Col. 
Sir George Holford. A complete catalog 
of the collection, which is considerably 
larger than that sold by James Toovey to 
J. Pierpont Morgan thirty years ago, has 
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been printed with a full collation of every 
book, and may be regarded as a necessary 
supplement to Renouard’s great bibliog- 
raphy. 


HE current catalog of the Bookshop 

of Harry Stone, 24 East 58th Street, 
of which we are favored with an advance 
copy, comprises 339 lots, mostly first edi- 
tions of American and English authors. 
Mr. Stone has become very active in this 
line, and many rare items are passing 
through his bookshop. Among some of the 
outstanding items are Mark “Twain's 
“Innocents Abroad,” 1869, first edition, 
$200; Stephen Crane’s “Red Badge of 
Courage,” 1895, first edition, $300; Emer- 
son’s “Essays,” 1841, first edition, $200, 
and “Poems,” 1847, first edition, $75; 
Hawthorne’s “The Scarlet Letter,” 1850; 


first issue of the first edition, $265; 
Holme’s “Autocrat of the Breakfast- 
Table,” 1859, first edition, $100; and 


Frederic Remington’s “Ranch Life and 
Hunting Trail,” 1888, first edition, $60. 
These prices illustrate the steady advance 
in the value of first editions of American 
authors. 


HE first auction catalog of the season 

comes from Charles F. Heartman, of 
Metuchen, N. J. It comprises rare Amer- 
icana, historical broadsides, pamphlets, 
books, autographs, including many fine and 
valuable items, which will be sold on Oc- 
tober 12. Among some of the rarer lots 
are Ralph James’s “The Fashionable 
Lady,” London, 1730, original edition of 
the first play written by an American; Wil- 
liam Penn’s ‘““The Man of Honor,” 1689; 
“Consideration of the Propriety and Ne- 
cessity of Annexing the Province of Texas 
to the United States,’ New York, 1829; 
and many others of similar scarcity. 


AMES R. CANNY has resigned as man- 
ager of the book and print department 
of the American Art Association. Mr. 
Canny was employed by the association in 
1913, working under Arthur Swann while 
he had charge of the department, and soon 
following him in its management after his 
resignation. In the last sixteen years Mr. 
Canny has made many friends among col- 
lectors and dealers, who will be interested 
in his success, and will hope that he will 
continue his labors in the rare book field. 
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A COMPLETE collection of all the edi- 

tions of the “Narrative of the Life of 
Mary Jemison” will be shown in the ex- 
hibit of the Pynson Printers, 239 West 
43rd Street. This exhibit coincides with 
the publication through Random House of 
the twenty-third edition of this journal of 
Indian captivity, and, so far as is known, 
it is the first time that a complete collec- 
tion of the editions has been shown. Sev- 
eral public libraries have important collec- 
tions of this famous book but none has a 
complete collection. The exhibit will be 
open to the public through October, and 
there will be a supplementary exhibit of 
broadsides of Pynson Printers on the walls 
of the room. 


AX exhaustive bibliography of Lafayette 
““ is proposed by Stuart W. Jackson, and 
this will be printed by William Edwin 
Rudge at $17.50 if sufficient advance inter- 
est is shown. Mr. Jackson is an ardent col- 
lector of Lafayette items and began the 
work some ten years ago. He has on his 
list about 1,000 titles, which includes all 
the books, tracts and pamphlets to be found 
in principal American and European libra- 
ries. Any dealers, collectors or librarians 
interested should write soon to William 
Edwin Rudge, 475 Fifth Avenue, New 
York City. 


\A ANUSCRIPTS and illustrations bear- 
. ing upon the life of Kings College in 
the years immediately after the founding in 
1754 are being collected by the Columbia 
University 175th Anniversary Committee, 
for exhibition in Avery Hall during the 
week of the anniversary celebration begin- 
ning October 25. The exhibition will 
cover the period from the founding until 
the year 1775, and will have a very special 
interest to collectors of material relating to 
old New York, especially before the Revo- 
lution. 


DELL of London, will publish in Oc- 

tober a limited edition of a_ book, 
hitherto known as “Letters supposed to be 
Written by Yorick to Eliza,” which is now 
presented for the first time as an authentic 
work of Sterne’s. Originally issued 150 
years ago, with a preface by an anonymous 
editor expressly disclaiming any desire to 
pass it off as Sterne’s, it was ascribed to 
William Combe, the author of “Dr. Syn- 
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tax,” and has been neglected ever since. I; 
is now revived by Margaret R. B. Shaw. 
who, claiming it to be a genuine “Second 
Journal to Stella,” contributes an introduc- 
tion giving the evidence on which her con- 
tention is based. Her case is supported in 


a preface by Charles Whibley. 
RAE BLANCHARD of the University 


of Texas Library has prepared for the 
Bibliographical Society a bibliography of 
editions of “The Christian Hero,” by 
Richard Steele. Twenty-two editions of 
this essay with which Steele began his 
career in 1701 appeared between the dates 
of 1701 and 1820. Mr. Blanchard gives 
bibliographical descriptions of all of these. 
and locates the libraries in which copies of 
these works may be found. 


HE September catalog, No. 524, of 

Maggs Bros., of London, has a con- 
siderable representation of publications of 
modern private presses. Some of the out- 
standing items are the Doves Press Bible, 
5 vols., £165; the Kelmscott Chaucer, 
£475; other Kelmscott Press publications 
included Coleridge’s “Poems,” 1896, one 
of eight copies printed on vellum, £80; 
Keat’s “Poems,” 1894, £48; Morris's 
“The Story of Sigurd the Volsung and the 
Fall of the Niblungs,”’ 1898, £46; and 
Shelley’s “Poetical Works,” 3 vols., 1895, 
£60. There are indications here as else- 
where that there is a very keen interest in 
finely printed books, but the apparent dis- 
crimination now being used should en- 
courage publishers catering to this field to 
do their best if they wish to win real suc- 
cess.
